wherein the optical selection screen includes one or more passing elements for

Claims 15-26 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 15 and 25, Morishima discloses a stereoscopic display 
which can pass images to two observers at two different locations. He also teaches of 
passing elements which can obstruct images in certain directions. However, Morishima 
does not disclose, or suggest the display screen to include "two or more light elements of 
a first dimension disposed at a first distance from each other, with the sum of the first 
dimension and the first distance being substantially equal to a dimension of at least one 
passing element opening." Prior art taken alone or in combination do not teach of the 
missing limitations, nor would it suggest to combine them. 

Claims 16-24 and 26 depend upon claims 15 and 25 and such are seen as 
patentable over the prior art at least on the same basis as shown above in the independent 
claim.
